It is close on a yoar since wo 
last wrote about the Hongkong 
Volunteer Dofonce Corps in o 
loading article, and on taking up 
our pon this time it is with o 
feoling of pleasure at the altered 
situation which. theso past ten 
months have soen. Wo thon 
urged upon all oligiblo mon to 
mako an offort to join the corps, 
for statistics showed that, though 
keon onough, tha Voluntoors 
were a small body, with much, 
room for expansion, and out of 
all proportion to the fairly large 
number of oligibles from whom 
they wore drawn.

War Debts. 

Tho war debt problem is now 
arousing much interest, particul- 
arly regarding tho question of the 
French indebtedness to America, 
Tho discussions aro, in tho main, 
revolving around tho idea of tho 
“capacity to pay." In this con- 
noction wo notica o recent com: 
mont in a New York journal to the 
effect that whilst tho United 
States Government views its 
sharo of the war debts as an 
entirely separate: problem, - pro- 
cautions should be takon, in case 
of a general European sottloment, 
to protect American interest. 
“In plain terms,” says this 
newspaper, “any amounts that 
France and Italy, for example, 
pay Great Britain will by just 
that much diminish their capacity 
to pay America.” To this wo 
would like to add that the same 
argument applies in the caso of 
Britain. We aro paying huge 
sums to the United States and 
getting nono from countries 
which aro heavily in our debt. 
If capacity to pay is the basic 
idea of any sottloment, thon it is 
cloar that tho moro our debtors 
pay others, tho less they will bo 
able to spare us, However that 
may bo, it is now clear that tho 
wholo question of war indobted- 
ness ‘will havo to bo faced, 
not from the standpoint of ono 
particular country, but from 
that, of ali concorned with it. 
That is the only way in which 
the matter will bo satisfactorily 
adjusted. . _- : :
